For a long time I have hoped that 


someone will write that kind of a 
poem. .But he would have to haye 
a sense< of the irony and pity of hu- 
man life that only great poets have, 
otherwise it would not be worth.the 
effort. 


Many years ago the poet Grey vis- 


ited a- little English cemetery a good 
deal like the one I visited,, except 
that in his case it was dominated by 
an "ivy-mantled tower." He. react- 
ed to it as a man of his generation 
might have been expected to do. He 
was chiefly obsessed with the wast- 
ed potentialities of human.life. His 
response was romantic. The people in 
those neglected graves to him .; were 
not mere .commonplace villagers and 
peasants; they were possible "-'vil- 
lage 'Hamdens," '"mute, inglorious 
Miltons," persons whose "hands the 
rod of empire might have swayed." 
In other words, all might have been 
great if they had had the chance. A 
romantic notion of a romantic age. 
We think today we know better. 


Edgar Lee Masters went to the 


other extreme. 
His 
Spoon Rivur 


graves hold people, nearly all • of 
whom hide 'something discreditable. 
Their tombstones tell the convention- 
al story of respectable lives; the in 
mates themselves tell the real story 
of adulteries and murders and frauds 
and concealed thefts and disloyalties. 
The people are almost 
invariably 


much worse than they were suppos- 
ed to be in life, just as the people in 
Grey's poem were- supposed to be 
much better than they had been in 
the flesh. 


Neither picture seems quite con- 


vincing. It is not necsesary to trent 
the people in the neglected graves 
of a neglected country cemetery with 
the romantician of Gray, but on 
the other Tiand, neither does it seem 
entirely adequate to treat them with 
the skepical irony of Masters. The 
poet of ,-the future who can evoke 
from such a, cemetery the sense of 
average human life, with its inevita- 
ble 
mixture 
of weakness 
and 


strength, cowardice 
and courage, 


frailty and nobility will be painting 
a truer "Spoon River" than has yet 
been given to the world. 


"The Spoon River Anthology" was 


necessary and it is quite certain that 
the "Spoon River" of the future 
would be impossible without it. But 
there is something beyond "The 
Spoon River Anthology" and sooie 
day it is going to be written. 


The people 
in those neglected 


graves were not for the most part po- 
tential Miitons, neither were they 
secret criminals. Most of them were 
average human beings with little ol 
the exaltation of greatness and little 
of the drams of crime. They lived 
their lives with such courage as they 
possessed and they yielded to such 
weaknesses as were inherent in their 
natures. The "Spoon River Anthol- 
ogy" of the future will portray them 
neither to praise nor to blame but it 
will present 
them as they were,
